Marvel Of Surgery Reported From 
Leningrad 

Removal of a brain tumor from a 
young girl under local anaesthetic by 
Prof. Polenoy at the Leningrad In- 
stitute of Traumatologie was hailed 
as a marvel of surgery. 

The tumor, the size of a pigeon's 
egg, was in the middle of the fourth 
ventricle, and threatened the patient 
with blindness.

Make Report On 
Sow Thisltes 


Line Elevators distribute Book- 
let on latest methods 
of eradication 


The manner in which Sow Thistle 
reduces grain yields is shown in fig- 
ures produced in a booklet dealing 
with latest methods of control and 
eradication of this weed just compiled 
by Dr. G. P, MeRostie, Professor of 
Agronomy, and W, Tildesley, M.Se., 
Assistant on Weed Reseurch, of the 
Agricultural College of the Unsversity 
of Manitoba, The survey was con- 
ducted over a period of three years 
under the direction of, and financed 
by the Northwest Grain Dealers’ As- 
sociation, Booklets dealing with this 
weed are being distributed this week 
at all line country elevators, 

The booklet deals with the plant; 
distribution in the West, origin of the 
weed ; methods of spreading through 
seed and root system; the manner ot 
damage caused by Sow Thistles; tables 
showing the average reduction in yield 
of wheat plauts growing at different 
distances from Sow Thistle plants; 
methods of control through culti- 
vation; use of chemicals and growth 
of sweet clover in areas where it is 
not necessary to summer-fallow to 
conserve moisture in combating Sow 
Thistle growth. 

Farmers who are troubled with this 
weed and those who wish to keep their 
fields free from infestation are ad- 
vised to obtafn this booklet which is 
now available free of cost at all line 
country elevators.

cently issued by the Northwest Grain 
Dealers’ dealing with 
Couch Grass control and the loss 
brought about by weeds in farm areas 
of the West.
